The  library,  which  can  seat  i50  students,   is  under  the  supervision  of  Mrs.  Wetter. 
She  is  helped  out  by  part-time  librarians  who  are  students  willing  to  give  up  their  study 
halls  to  help  in  the  library. 


AUDIO  VISUAL 


The  29'  by  28'  audio  visual  room  hiouses  the  AV  equipment  in  cupboards  and  provides  work- 
ing space  for  productions  of  materials  .  There  is  elaborate  electronic  equipment  for  video 
taping  and  television  production  and  reception.  In  the  studio,  three  television  cameras  can 
film  live  programs  which  can  be  transmitted  through  any  one  or  all  of  the  28  teaching  sta- 
tions.
